VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Population: 

The  total  population  of  Withernsea,  including  Members  of  the  Armed 
forces,  is  estimated  to  be  4,960  at  mid-year,  i960.  This  figure  shows  only 
slight  variations  since  1952  -  this  year  a  loss  of  10. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate: 

The  birth  rate  for  i960  is  1 6.33  per  1,000  population. 

Comparative  rates  for  the  last  ten  years  are  as  follows  :-

A  total  of  81  live  births,  35  male  and  46  female  were  registered  during 
the  year,  giving  a  rate  of  16.33  per  1,000  population.  This  is  only  a  little 
short  of  last  year's  high  figure  of  16.51. 

The  rate  for  the  East  Riding  County  for  i960  is  :  Crude,  16.73,*  Adjusted, 
15.49.  To  compare  the  rate  for  Withernsea  with  all  England  and  Wales,  use  has 
to  be  made  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  which  takes  into  consideration  the  age 
and  sex  constitution  of  the  district  as  disclosed  by  the  Census.  The  Factor 
this  year  is  1.09,  and  when  applied  raises  the  birth  rate  to  17.8  per  1,000, 
which  would  have  been  the  figure  if  there  had  been  as  many  residents  of  the 
age  group  20-30  as  in  an  average  community. 

Still-Births  : 


There  were  3  still-births  in  addition  to  the  81  live  births,  all  of 
legitimate  children.  This  makes  the  total  births  84. 

The  still-births  rate  is  0.6  per  1,000  population,  and  35.7  per  1,000 
total  births. 

Illegitimate  Births  : 

There  were  6  illegitimate  births,  giving  a  rate  of  1.2  per  1,000 
population.  It  is  7*4/6  of  the  live  births.  Last  year  the  figures  were  0.8 

per  1,000  population  and  4.8  of  the  births,  which  are  the  more  usual. 

Figures  for  the  County  are  0.56  (i960)  and  0.56  (1959). 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate  : 

The  death  rate  is  15.72  per  1,000  population,  1.04  per  1,000  above  the 
rate  for  last  year.  Comparative  figures  for  the  past  ten  years  are  as

When  the  Death  Rate  of  15.72  per  1,000  population  is  corrected  by  the 
Comparability  Eactor  for  Withemsea,  it  is  reduced  to  13.20,  which  it  would 
have  been  if  there  had  not  been  so  high  a  proportion  of  older  retired  people 
among  the  resident  population.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  County  of  East 
Yorkshire  is  :  Crude,  12.23;  Adjusted,  11.25. 

Of  the  37  male  deaths,  28  or  7 5%  were  over  65;  10,  or  2~]%y  were  over  75; 
and  8,  or  about  1  in  5,  lived  to  over  80  -  very  similar  figures  to  last  year. 

Of  the  41  female  deaths,  35  or  about  were  over  65;  28,  or  ~/0%f  were  over 
75,  and  17,  or  more  than  1  in  3,  were  over  80. 

More  than  twice  as  many  men  died  after  retirement  (between  65-74)  as 
women,  and  a  possible  cause  of  this  difference  is  that  there  is  no  sharp  loss 
of  interest  when  women  reach  65.  They  still  have  household  interests  etc. , 
whereas,  after  retirement,  men  are  inclined  to  be  at  a  loss,  both  in  their 

mental  and  physical  outlook,  and  this  helps  towards  progressive  deterioration 
in  health. 

CAUSES  of  DEATH  : 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  (l6).  Heart  Disease  (2l),, 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (5),  Respiratory  Disease  (9),  which  together  caused  55 
of  the  78  deaths,  or  70^. 

Deaths  from  senile  arterio  sclerosis  and  cerebral  thrombosis,  in  the 
aged,  caused  10  deaths. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  : 

Angina  or  Coronary  Disease,  a  form  of  arterio  sclerosis  in  the  heart 
itself,  caused  6  deaths  in  men  and  6  in  women.  In  men  it  occurred  in  the  age 
group  60-75  chiefly,  and  in  women  from  60-80. 

Other  forms  of  heart  disease.  Rheumatic  and  Valvular,  caused  4  deaths 
each  in  males  and  females.  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  caused  3  deaths  in  males  and 
6  in  women. 

Cancer  : 

16  people,  11  males  and  5  females,  died  from  Cancer,  5  fewer  than  last 
year,  and  2  less  than  the  year  before.  The  sites  of  the  disease  were  as  follows

Cancer  of  the  lungs  shows  a  persistent  increase.  Of  the  32  cases  in  the 
past  11  years,  28,  or  90%,  have  been  males.  This  is  a  reflection  of  figures 
for  the  whole  country,  giving  basis  for  the  assumption  that  there  must  be 
some  predominant  factor. 

Respiratory  Diseases  : 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza,  but  two  women  died  from  Pneumonia, 
and  three  men  and  two  women  from  Bronchitis.

Infant  Mortality  : 

No  infant  died  under  the  age  of  one.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  nil 
for  the  second  year  in  succession. 

Still-Births  : 

Three  still-births  were  registered,  one  male  and  two  female,  all 
legitimate.  The  still-birth  rate  is  35*7  per  1,000  total  births, 
and  0.60  per  1,000  population.  Last  3?-ear  the  figures  were  16.1 
and  0.2  respectively,  but  owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved  the 
figures  vary  out  of  proportion.

Comparison  with  causes  of  death  in  previous  years  : 

TUBERCULOSIS  :  In  the  early  years  of  the  20th  century  (in  the  boyhood  of 

many  of  us).  Tuberculosis  was  indeed  the  "Captain  of  the  men  of  death". 

To  have  T.B.  was  to  have  the  mark  of  Cain;  one  was  doomed,  and  worse, 
shunned.  About  60,000  people  died  each  year  from  Tuberculosis,  mostly 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

Today,  as  the  result  of  improved  Sanitary  and  Social 
conditions,  including  housing,  T.T.  milk  and  antibiotics,  the  death  rate 
is  cut  down  to  4,000. 

DIPHTHERIA  :  Diphtheria,  another  killer  with  a  notification  rate  of 

55,000  a  year  as  late  as  1940,  and  a  death  rate  of  3,000,  has  been  almost 
wiped  out  by  immunisation,  as  in  1958  there  wrere  only  80  notifications, 
and  8  deaths. 

DIABETES  :  Before  the  discovery  of  insulin,  the  outlook  for  diabetics 

was  only  a  few  years;  now  they  can  enjoy  almost  unrestricted  activity, 
and  the  sane  could  be  said  of  Pernicious  Anaemia. 


Contd 
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BRONCHITIS .  another  giant  killer  in  the  early  1900's,  still  holds 
third  place  with  other  respiratory  diseases,  causing  about  lOfo  of 
all  deaths.  Today,  with  the  use  of  antibiotics.  Bronchitis  is  more 
of  an  incapicitator  than  a  killer,  and,  like  Rheumatism,  which  still 
defies  attack,  is  responsible  for  a  major  part  of  the  time  off  work 
due  to  illness. 

Smoke  and  smog  are  the  prime  factors  in  the  causation  of 
bronchitis,  and  the  Clean  Air  Act  should  have  far-reaching  results. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  :  Looking  through  the  death  rates,  we  see 

that  the  infectious  diseases  which  were  the  great  killers  of  the 
early  years  of  this  century  have  given  place  to  diseases  of  the 
Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  i.e.,  coronary  artery  disease,  heart 
failure  and  strokes  -  perhaps  associated  with  the  strain  of  the 
faster  pace  at  which  we  are  living.  Heart  and  circulatory 
diseases,  as  we  have  seen,  account  for  more  than  half  of  the  total 
deaths. 


£4NCER  :  Cancer  has  also  been  an  increasing  cause  of  death.  The 

average  number  of  deaths  for  the  past  ten  years  is  20,  and  has  shown 
a  steady  increase.  But  the  increase  is  not  overall,  but  selective. 
G-enerally,  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  stomach  and  uterus,  breast  and 
other  sites,  have  remained  fairly  stationary,  but  cancer  of  the  lung 
has  increased  steadily,  over  the  whole  country,  at  the  rate  of  about 
1,000  more  deaths  each  year. 

INCREASED  EXPECTATION  OF  LIRE  : 

The  general  saving  of  life,  or  increased  expectation,  has  made 
a  great  change  in  the  age-group  pattern  of  the  population.  60  years 

only  42  out  of  every  1,000  population  were  65  and  over;  10  years 
ago  there  were  nearly  100,  and  if  the  present  trend  continues,  in 
another  25  years  there  will  be  one  old  person,  over  65,  for  every  4 
working. 


The  increased  longevity  also  brings  its  own  diseases  in  its 
train  -  5 0 %  or  fatal  falls  occur  after  65  -  and  its  own  problems  of 
ill  health  requiring  hospital  care.  It  is  estimated  that  in  the  past 
rive  years  the  percentage  of  beds  occupied  by  old  people  in  hospital 
has  been  more  than  doubled. 


be  can  expect  the  present-day  processes  of  immunisation  to 
conquer  all  infectious  disease,  where  the  causal  gem  has  been  found, 
and  an  effective  vaccine  prepared.  But  it  is  said  that  Nature 
abhors  a  vacuum,  and  into  this  void  have  come  the  mental  stress  range 
of  diseases,  and  the  various  neuroses  of  the  anxiety  states, 
coupled  with  the  "New  Look"  on  mental  health.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  : 

Hospital  treatnent  is  provided  for  in  this  area  at  the  Hull  Hospitals, 
at  the  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield, 
^'here  there  are  full  facilities  for  X-Ray  and  laboratory  examination# 
Hospitals  and  out-patients*  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatnent  of 
Tuberculosis  are  included  within  the  Health  Service. 


Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infection,  chiefly  as 
concerns  food,  water,  etc.,  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

High  Street,  Hull. 

The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  their  infants,  including 
unmarried  mothers  and  their  children,  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council 
through  clinics  and  domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided 
by  the  County  Council  include  health  visiting,  hone  nursing,  home  help 
facilities,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tuberculosis,  and  Ambulance  Service. 

Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and  attention  because  of  age, 
infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from  nursing  and  medical  cases,  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  their  responsibilities  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to  provide  a 
Welfare  Service  for  the  Blind,  Deaf,  and  Dumb,  and  other  persons  permanently 
handicapped  by  congenital  deformity,  illness,  injury  or  such  other  disability 
so  recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regular  medical  and  sick  nursing 
arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it  was  found  possible  to  admit 
through  voluntary  action  any  old  persons  needing  care  and  attention  to  one  of 
the  Council’s  Old  People's  Homes,  in  co-operation  with  County  Officials. 

WEATHER  AND  RAINFALL  :

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0E  THE  DISTRICT  : 


SEWERAGE  : 

The  Council  last  year  completed  arrangements  to  provide  a  new 
sewer ^  outfall  some  distance  from  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  Urban 
District,  xhe  sewage  will  have  partial  treatment  through  sedimentation 
tanks  before  discharge  into  the  sea.  This  will  completely  clear  the 
beach  of  all  sewage  debris. 

The  sewer  in  Pier  Road  has  been  completed,  and  from  Queen  Street 
through  the  station  property  and  up  to  the  development  area  has 
reached  the  area  adjacent  to  Clovelly. 

The  Pumping  Station  is  quite  well  advanced.  Concreting  is  now  in 
progress  on  the  top  half  of  the  walls  and  on  the  storm  water  outfall 
pipe  pile  driving  will  very  shortly  be  reaching  the  outward  end  of  the 
outfall.  This  does  not  mean  that  pile  driving  is  completed,  as  the 
piles  are  to  be  re-driven  on  the  return  to  their  final  levels.  This 
averages  rather  less  than  5  feet  of  driving  per  pile. 

At  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  work  has  been  confined  to  the 
construction  of  the  sludge  beds,  the  store  house  and  excavation  of 
settlement  tanks  and  construction  of  access  roads. 

WATER  SUPPLY  : 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  under  contract  from  the  Kings ton-up on- 
Hull  Corporation,  the  contract  dating  from  February,  19l60 

The  supply  is  piped  under  pressure  to  a  tower  at  Rimswell,  2 ■§■  mile 
west  of  Withernsea,  and  is  then  distributed  by  gravitation.  The  supply 
has  be^-n  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  have  been  no 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  mains  water  for  washing  cars,  etc.  Licences 
for  the  hse  of  hose-pipes  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Night  tests  were  made  to  ascertain  leaks,  and  as  a  result  many 
serious  leakages  were  discovered  and  repaired.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  complaints  were  received  of  the  colour  of  the  water,  due  to  rust  in 
the  mains  and  fittings.  All  nains  were  flushed  out  and  chlorinated. 

Hull  Corporation  to  submit  a  Report  : 

Complaints  of  insufficient  pressure  were  again  received  during  the 
ye^r  from  premises  in  '•  axholme  Road,  Marine  Parade,  North  and  South 
Queen  Street,  and  the  Council  requested  the  City  and  County  of  Kings ton- 
upon  Hull  to  make  pressure  tests  ov.r  the  District,  and  to  submit  a 
report  on  the  work  necessary  to  improve  the  pressure  in  the  town.

A  total  of  652  inspections  and  re-inspections  of  dwelling-houses, 
business  and  agricultural  premises,  and  Council-owned  property,  have  been 
made,  and  of  these  157  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats,  and 
16  with  mice  :

The  Local  Authority  owned  premises  and  the  dwelling-houses  were  all 
satisfactorily  treated  by  the  Council.  The  business  and  agricultural 
premises  were  dealt  with  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  the  owners  and 
occupiers. 

The  Public  Sewers  have  been  test-baited  on  three  occasions,  and  on 
each  occasion  certain  manholes  showed  evidence  of  "Takes” .  The  area 
around  each  manhole  infested  with  rats  was  poisoned.  The  results  of 
"kills"  were  satisfactory. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  public  are  keen  to  report  cases  of 
rats  and  mice,  and  this  allows  the  Department  to  deal  with  the  matter 
immediately.  Five  block  control  schemes  were  carried  out  as  a  result;  of 

the  Survey.

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COLLECTION  OF  REFUSE  : 


There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  all  dustbins  from  the  rear  of 
private  dwelling-houses,  shops  and  business  premises.  Skips  are 
now  only  used  in  a  specific  number  of  premises  where  there  is  a 
very  long  carry,  or  where  the  pathways  are  unsuitable  for  the 
carrying  of  a  dustbin. 

17  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  premises  to 
provide  proper  galvanised  covered  dustbins,  and  all  were  complied 
with.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  : 

Tipping  of  refuse  on  the  land  at  the  East  of  the  old  Incinerator 
Station  is  carried  out.  The  refuse  is  burnt  and  covered.  This  wind¬ 
swept  area  of  land  is  unsuitable  for  refuse  disposal,  and  complaints  of 
paper  flying  about,  smoke  nuisance,  and  flies,  have  been  received. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  virnin,  and  it  has  been  proved  that  providing 
the  refuse  is  immediately  burned,  there  is  no  fly  nuisance. 

The  Council  have  provided  mechanical  equipment  -  trailer,  bulldozer 
blade,  bucket  and  tipping  trailer  to  assist  in  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

The  Council  are  seriously  considering  removing  the  Main  Dump  to  a  more 
suitable  place.  The  present  site  is  on  the  approach  road  to  the  town 
from  Hull  and  Hornsea,  adjoining  the  edge  of  the  cliff  and  near  dwelling- 
houses  and  camping  sites.  The  present  tip  will  last  about  four  years, 
providing  the  Council  will  continue  the  present  method  of  disposal,  but 
should  controlled  tipping  be  carried  out  fully,  the  life  of  the  dump 
will  be  reduced  to  about  two  years. 

NIGHT  SOIL  : 

Night  Soil  is  collected  from  approximately  477  caravans  and  4 
houses  weekly,  and  is  deposited  on  the  Refuse  Dump,  and  is  disinfected. 
The  disposal  of  the  night  soil  at  the  refuse  dump  caused  serious 
nuisance  from  flies  and  had  to  be  discontinued.  It  is  impracticable 
at  the  present  time  to  use  the  present  Sewerage  system.  The  vehicle 
used  is  an  old  standby  refuse  vehicle  into  which  are  placed  ashes  to 
absorb  the  liquid  and  to  prevent  spillage.  This  system  is  not 
satisfactory.

INSPECTION  OR  SUPERVISION  OF  ROOD  : 

Routine  supervision  of  the  preparation  of  retail  food  products  at 
butchers1  premises,  fried  fish  and  chip  shops,  grocery  and  confectionery 
shops,  ice-cream  and  sweet-boiling  premises,  has  been  carried  out.  All 
premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  19 55,  Section  62.  (Licensing  of  Slaughterhouses). 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Urban  District  which  is 
used  by  two  7/ithernsea  butchers  for  regular  slaughtering  on  three  evenings 
each  week,  and  some  casual  slaughtering.  The  premises  are  well 
administered. 

Ahimals  slaughtered  were  229  cattle,  1030  sheep  and  87  pigs,  which 
were  all  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A  few  sheep  lungs  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  flukes.

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Licencing  of  Slaughterhouses  (continued)  : 

It  is  pleasing  to  again  record  a  100$  inspection  of  all  aninals 
slaughtered,  the  high  quality  of  the  neat  obtained  from  the  slaughter-house, 
and  the  desire  of  the  proprietor  and  the  slaughtermen  to  carry  out  a  very- 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  dressing  of  carcasses. 

The  remainder  of  the  butchers  in  the  town,  5  in  number,  obtain  their 
supplies  of  neat  etc.  from  other  sources  outside  the  District,  and  all  was 
satisfactory. 

Slaughtermen*  s  Licences  : 

Two  ’Licences  to  Slaughter  or  Stun  Animals’  were  issued. 

FOOD  AND  DRU&S  ACT,  1955  -  food  Hygiene  Regulations  : 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  in  shops,  cafes,  public  houses  and 
other  food  premises  is  improving.  It  is  very  necessary  to  increase  the  number 
of  inspections  made  during  the  hours  of  business,  so  as  to  raise  the  standard 
of  food  preparation  and  handling  to  the  highest  possible  standard.  One  cafe 
and  one  shop  were  not  up  to  standard  on  inspection,  but  the  proprietors 
carried  out  work  to  improve  their  premises. 

The  Regulations  place  considerable  responsibility  on  food  handlers, 
whether  employers  or  employees,  to  observe  or  refrain  from  certain  practices, 
to  protect  the  public,  in  the  course  of  food  handling,  preparation,  or 
distribution. 

HOLIDAY  CARAVAN  SITES  : 

There  are  6  caravan  sites  which  are  licenced  to  accommodate  649  caravans. 
The  sewers  and  water  mains  have  been  extended  to  two  sites,  and  two  new 
ablution  blocks  have  been  erected. 

Night  Soil  is  collected  from  6  sites.  Refuse  collection  is  undertaken 
each  week  from  all  the  sites.  Standpipe  water  supply  is  provided  to  all  sites. 
The  sewers  could  be  extended  to  a  further  2  sites.  At  2  sites  the  sewer  cannot 
be  extended.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  all  the  caravan  sites  during  the 
Season. 

The  provision  of  W.C’s,  gullies,  washing  and  bathing  facilities,  and 
connection  to  the  sewers,  are  necessities  which  should  be  provided  at  a 
further  two  sites  as  soon  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of  public  health. 

CHALET  SITE  : 


The  provision  of  a  Chalet  Site  has  proceeded  expeditiously  during  the  year, 
and  100  chalets  have  been  erected,  together  with  the  necessary  sewers,  water 
mains  and  provision  of  electric  light.  This  site  is  to  be  extended  to  hold 
140  chalets.  Each  chalet  is  provided  with  a  dustbin  Tfchich  is  collected  weekly 
from  Easter  to  30th  September  each  year. 


SWIMMING  POOL  : 


During  the  year  the  Council  rehabilitated  the  Swimming  Pool  by  the 
provision  of  chlorination  and  filtration  plant  to  bring  the  Pool  up  to 
present  day  standards  of  hygiene.  New  buildings  were  also  constructed  to 
provide  changing  accommodation,  conveniences,  locker  rooms,  etc.

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SWIMMING-  POOL  (continued)  : 

The  system  of  filtration  employed  entails  continuous  circulation  of 
the  bath  water  throughout  the  time  it  is  in  use.  The  whole  of  the 
120,000  gallons  passes  through  the  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  every 
six  hours  at  a  rate  of  20,000  gallons  per  hour.  An  electrically  driven 
pump  circulates  the  water  around  the  system,  taking  it  from  the  deep  end 
and  delivering  it  back  in  its  purified  state  to  the  shallow  end.  The 
purification  is  carried  out  by  first  of  all  straining  out  any  large  foreign 
bodies.  The  bath  water  then  passes  through  a  pressure  filter  containing 
a  specially  prepared  bed  of  sand  and  gravel,  which  entraps  solid  natter  and 
the  bulk  of  any  bacteria  that  nay  be  in  the  water.  Following  this  process, 
chlorine  is  injected  as  an  additional  safety  measure.  Small  quantities  of 
soda  and  alum  are  added  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water.  Periodically, 
the  retained  impurities  in  the  filter  are  flushed  out  by  a  reverse  flow  of 
water  following  the  loosening  of  the  filter  bed  by  means  of  compressed  air. 
The  filter  shell  when  fully  charged  weighs  approximately  39  tons ,  and 
special  foundations  had  to  be  constructed  to  support  it. 

Five  samples  of  water  from  the  Swimming  Pool  were  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  examination  every  week  during  its  use,  and  the  result  in 
each  case  was  satisfactory. 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  opened  to  the  Schools  from  May,  I960,  and  to  the 
public  from  4th  June,  I960  to  the  30th  September,  I960.

Paddling  Pool  : 

A  paddling  pool  was  constructed  for  the  small  children.  This  was  not 
chlorinated,  but  the  water  was  changed  as  necessary,  and  at  least  once 
each  day.  If  heavily  used  the  water  was  changed  twice  or  three  times  a 
day. 

Tests  of  the  water  were  undertaken  every  three  hours. 
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
